Senator Hill Makes a Call 

Presi 



The Two Were Closeted Together for 
Fully Twenty Minutes. 

i of a Strictly Private 

Washisoton, March 10. -Senator HU1 
called at the executive mansion Thurs- 
day and was closeted with President 
Cleveland for ao minutes. 

The one (Treat feature of interest in 
political circles Thursday was this visit 
to his greatest political rival. Senator 
Hill came to the white house Thursday 
morning by appointment, preaumably 
arranged by Congressman Rockwell, of 
New York, during the tatter's 
to Mr. Cleveland on Tuesday. That 
his was more than a mere perfunctory 
call is attested by the length of the in- 
terview. 

H lasted twenty minutes, and during 
that time Mr. Cleveland received no 
cards from the waiting politicians in 
the cabinet room. 

Mr. Hill came early. The great flood 
of oflice-seekers had not begun to flow 
into the white house when he arrived. 
He passed rapidly through the hall- 
way in the public part of the 
mansion to the room of Private Secre- 
tary Thurber, who evidently had been 
poeted, lor he ushered Mr. Hill into the 
adjoining executive office without a 

"when 1 Mr° Hill entered the president's 
room word was sent to Doorkeeper 
LoetTer that Mr. Cleveland was very 
busily engaged and could not see any 
visitors for some time. As a conse- 
quence, the arriving delegations soon 
filled the cabinet room, and by the time 
Mr. Hill left the white house there 
were more men than seats In the apart- 
ment. 

The interview was, of course, of a

Twenty 
minutes is the usual length of time for 
any caller— no matter how distin- 
guished—to remain in the presidents 
room during these busy days in the ex- 
ecutive mansion, and if Mr. Hill and 
Mr. Cleveland talked airy nothings for 
a third of an hour, while a crowd of 
patriotic citizens were waiting to be 
heard, they were particular that none 
of their remarks were overheard. 

When Mr. Hl.l had finished with the 
president he lost no time in leaving the 
white house and walkod rapidly away 
with CoL John a McEwan, of Buffalo, 
who had been a member of Mr. Clevo- 
staff while the latter was gov- 
ernor of New York.

Tabis. March 10.— Oreat Interest taken 
In the I miuum trial. At the hearing 
Thursday the president examined Ex- 
Minlster Kalhaut, and in reply to the 
questions the ex-minister made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

"I am guilty and my coufession ahall 
be public and complete. I find no 
words to express my repentance for the 
I.im two months when I have been face 
to face with my conscience. 1 can not 
explain how I fell for I served the re- 
public with honor for years and then 
lu a moment of unaccountable madness 
failed in my duty. 

"I reflected upon my honorable past 
and upon the future that now awaits 
me and those dear tolas. I aak pardou 
for having- compromised its honor, and I 
am full of respect for th? .justice of my 
country and bow beforehand to the de- 
cision which may be Riven. I wa» 
wrong to deny my guilt at first, but 
when afterwards I confessed I did ao 
of my own accord, for I was ignorant 
that traces had been found of the mon- 
ey I had paid to the Comptore Dee Es- 
comte. ltaihnut gave an account of the 
events connected with the bill for the 
issue of lottery bonds, the visit 
of the Engineer Roseau to 
Panama and the report that 
followed.
